Place cutout heads of Marie Wilson and 
Johnnie Davis in center. Surround with scene stills 
and selling copy. Heads can be cut out of the 40” 
x 60” (see accessory section). 


SELL COMEDY WITH AD BLOWUPS 


A glance at the ad section will call attention to the 
number of excellent blowup possibilities for front, 
lobby and window display purposes. Breezy copy 
and cartoon handling of some of the ad layouts lend 
themselves readily to enlargement. 


HITCH TRAILER TO NEWSREEL 


Borrow a number of newsreel clips showing real 
sweeps winners being interviewed, telling how it 
feels to win, etc. Run these with your regular news- 
reel release just ahead of the Vitaphone Trailer on 
“Sweepstakes Winner.” 


“IF | WERE A SWEEPS WINNER” 


Conduct contest for best letter on subject —““What 
I'd do if | were a Sweepstakes Winner.” Best an- 
swers are printed in local cooperating paper and 
awarded guest passes. 


FORMER WINNERS ON DISPLAY 


Pictures of recent big-money sweepstakes winners 
in your town or nearby can be borrowed trom local 
daily and worked into lobby display. Highlight a 
blowup of Marie Wilson with copy: “Meet the gal 
with the wrong-way brain! Her sweepstakes ticket 
was good for 150,000 dollars — her wacky antics 
are good for 150,000 laughs! See Marie Wilson win 
the sweepstakes and cash in on your share of the 
fun. See ‘Sweepstakes Winner’!”’ 


USE AN INQUIRING REPORTER 


Man-on-the-street program during busy hours 
could include question: ‘““What would you do if 
you won $150,000 in the sweepstakes? Regular 
radio broadcast could include interviews with 
former sweepstakes winners — how they spent the 
money, how it affected their lives, etc. 


WINDOWS ON RIDING EQUIPMENT 


Because picture deals with horses and racing, tie- 
ups with sports goods stores and riding academies 
are in order. Cutout displays and scene stills could 
be placed to good advantage. Stills specially suit- 
able for this purpose are Nos. SW-23, 27, 28, 36, 38.

Imprint the back side of flash herald (see inside 
back cover) with copy: “ATTENTION ALL

ticket now to “Sweepstakes Winner’ at the Cen- 
tury Theatre and cash in on your share of the fun!

A new 
pair of skates and tickets to the show is reward to 
Sweeps Winner. Local daily should be interested in idea. 


4. MUSTACHE OR EYELASH SWEEPS 


Find the man with the longest mustache in town, and 
match his against Jerry Colonna’s. Also find the girl 
with largest real eyelashes; match their length with 
that of Marie Wilson’s.

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GOOD LUCK ON DISPLAY BOARD 


Johnnie Davis imitators who can hold a note on the 
cornet as long as possible, the way Johnnie does; 
Colonna imitators who can hold a vocal note as 
long as possible. Davis claims to be able to hold a 
note on his trumpet nearly 3 minutes; Colonna’s 
record holding one note with his voice is about 
1:39 minutes. As Colonna is considered a master 
of double-talk you might stage contest to deter- 
mine the best double-talker in town.

Scattered through the classified ads of local news- 
paper are names, concealed in code, of local people 
selected from telephone book or city directory. 
Readers whose names are printed win a pair of 
guest tickets to see “Sweepstakes Winner.” Box 
on first page of classified section announces stunt 
and gives the key to code numbers. 


NEWSPAPER FEATURE 


Recent series of stories in New York World-Telegram 
concerning the adventures of local sweepstakes win- 
ners, their reactions in winning, what they did with 
the prize money and how it affected their lives is the 
tip off for local promotion of the same sort. Contact 
your local editor and point out the human interest 
material possible in such a feature based on local 
Sweepstakes Winners for publicity build-up of your 
showing. Try to arrange the interviews at your thea- 
tre after special showing of picture. Get list of former 
sweepstakes winners from paper’s files; then invite 
the big prize winners by letter. Group of winners 
might send a congratulatory wire to Marie Wilson.

ALLEN JENKINS’ 
COMEDY HINTS 


The thing that makes a come- 
dian funny, according to Allen 
Jenkins, is the fact that he knows 
enough to take his time. 

Even the wise-cracking funny 
men of the stage or screen — the 
men like W. C. Fields, who seem 
to keep up a running fire of con- 
versation all the time—only give 
that impression, Jenkins points 
out. 

It’s not, he explains, how funny 
the dialogue is, sometimes; but 
rather, it’s the 
way in which 
the actor helps 
to tip his listen- 
er otf to laugh, 
by giving the 
timely pause, or 
the bit of hesi- 
tation in his 
speech while he 
adds a bit of 
facial sugges- 
tion with ‘a 
raised eyebrow 
OY Aa, oo. wi ek 
glance at some- 
body else. 

Jenkins and 
Charley Foy 
tossed a lot of flip talk back and 
forth in ‘‘Sweepstakes Winner,’’ 
the Warner Bros. picture with Ma- 
rie Wilson in the leading role 
which is now playing at the Strand 
Theatre, and after the picture was 
finished Jenkins privately confess- 
ed that he considered Miss Wilson 
‘‘stiff competition.’’ 

Marie just let her eyes grow 
bigger and bigger in astonish- 
ment at some of the snappy dia- 
logue lines Allen and Charley toss- 
ed back and forth, and, without 
saying a word, she would collect 
the biggest laugh in the scene.
